Show of Juftke, and with Religious Solemnities : Both 
for the lame Gauie, becanle they would not part with 
th9 Inberitsnce of riteir Fathers j Neither of em fufFer'd 
luigly > ^vt the Enemies of each extended their Malice 
to the whole Race of •cm. 

Firft I lay dicy were both good Men. That Nk^ 
hik was tby wc may very fairly conjeft^re from his 
Beh^onr in the Matter of the Vineyard •, and from 
the Severity of God's Wratfe toward -4*^t and his 
Family* fpr nnjnftly potting him to Death. For al- 
tbo* the Murder eren of a wicked Man, either by 
&Ue Accniation^ orftcrctTrfeachery^ is a very hei* 
noQ^ and detrftabk Thing i (and that Life that is for- 
feited to juftice by a Thouland real Crimes, yet if in- 
nocent fmrW hpc^ and taken away by wicked Suborna- 
tion, on weak aiKl infufHcieat Evidence, for that which 
is not a Crime^ or which Was not committed, will de- 
rive a Sentence of Blood-guiltinefs, nay, of the Shed- 
ding innocent Blood , on the Contrivers and ASors 
in luch an Execution ^ yet we cannot fuppofe, that 
this k, in (b excelfive a Degree, provoking, or that 
It entails the Divine Vengeance on fo many Generati* 
ons, as when the Ferfon CondemnM is eminent for 
Piety and Virtue. 

If indeed we were to judge of Thing? by 'their firft 
Appearance, the Carriage of Ndboth toward -Aaah^ 
ia denying him his Vineyard, might ieem to have 
hetn very Churlifh and Undutifu?, eibecially when 
•fi^r'd a hettir Vineyard ia Exchange for it, or an 
equivalent in M^ny. And the Kings condefcendin^ 
way of Addrefs, when he thus exprefTes hinifelf, 1}

might be thought to have deferv'd a better Anlwcr 
than, J will not give thee my Vineysird. . 

But we muft confider oa the other Handi that the 
Thing Which the King defir'd, wa$ abfolutely Uar 
lawful, and exprefly forbid. by the Command of God J 
the fmallefl: Ceremony of whofe Appointment could 
tiot be difpcns'd with. W^ may learn from i>v. x$. 
and Num. 35. how ftraitlythe Jews^ were.cajoyaM 
to look upon the Inheritance of their Fathers, as Sa- 
cred : The very numerical Lands and Poflelliops were 
to be continually preferv'd in the refpecUve Families 
to which they were allotted, and the prefent'Occut 
pants had no Power oftptally alienating 'em, but 
only till they could be redeemed by one oftbeir Kinj 
and not fb'long as that, if a Year of Jubilee fhoula 
firft happen, vvhen aU Things were to be reftor'd as 
at the beginning: And even that temporary Alienati- 
on was not to be made, but under the Preflure of cx-^ 
tremc- Neceffity, which it fecms was npt i^aboth^s 
Cafe. So that he look'd on the Propolal, as a Thing 
he could not with a lafe Confcieace comply with, an^ 
therefore fpeaks, you fee, with fomc abhorren(:e of it, 
(tho' not altogether fb bluntly as jihab repeated it 
to his Wife) The Lord forbid it me^ thjit I Jhould giva • 
the Inheritance of my Fathers unto thee. From tfiis I 
lay, and the other Confideration before mentioned* 
we may reafonably infer that Naboth was a Man of 
Uprightnefs and Integrity j tho' the Scripture has di** 
ftinguifliM him by no other Titles but that oS Naboth 
theJefraeUte. ^ . 

But we have better Arguments than bare Coa-» 
ieftgres and remote Conclufiops to induce lis to be- 
lieve, that our Martyred Sovereign Was highly. defer v-' 
ing of this Charader, of which we have all the Proof 
and Demonftration that/ tis pofllble^ for qoc Man zq 
have of the Integrity of another.

Tb true. Cod alone is an k&Uibie Judge and DiP- 
cemer of the Heart*, he enly beholds with an uher- 
ring Eye the Uprigbtnefs or Obiiquity of Human 
ThoDgnts and Intentions ^ and therefore none but he 
can abiblutely and decifirely pronounce ofany Per£>n) 
that be is either Holy and Sincere, or Wicked and 
Prophane. ^ , 

l^t we Men mnft form oar Judgement from the 
outward AAions, and wherelbever we find a regular 
GonduHft, where all the Duties to God and Man, as^ 
&r as we can oblerve, afe exadly ahdpunftually dif- 
cfaai^'d^ v^iere there are no vifible Inlfradions ojf Di* 
Tine or HwnanLaws, or none but fuchasmay be 
impiited to Hnman Frailty \ we are to look upon a 
Perfon ib qualified as a Mail of Probity and V irtue. 

This isno more than is due in c^mmm Jtifiice. But 
CkrifiiMH Charity will oblige us yet farther, even where 
tiiere are ibme Ihfpicious Appearances, if the Cha- 
rafter of the Perfoh be in other Refpefts unblcmilhM^ 
to err (if we mu(t err) oa the better Side^ and make 
a £iT0Urable ConftrudioUf 

This is Spoken at lar^e^ and -not that there is any 
Occafion for this laft Suppolal, with Regard to the 
Subjcd I am upon: There being nothing in the Be* 
hayiour of that excellent Prince^ that has fo much as 
an indireA Afped, nothing I mean that can alTcd 
hb general Charader^ 

When I affirm this I conlider him chiefly as a pri- 
vate Chriftian, for in his RovMlC^Mcity indeed, as w^ 
find him r^prelented, by the deCgning Artifice of his 
malicious and reftleft Enemies, there are faulty Ap- 
pearances enough. And yet the rery Perfons, who 
thus indoftrioully blackned and defamM him, and 
loaded him with fo many unjufl: Reproaches on the 
Account of his Kegal jidmirtfiration ; (which can 
neirer be lb Excellent, as to give no Handle to the 
fdffii^fy the (7^i/fy, ^ndthc pifaffohnedj to cenfure 

and 
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^t^4 bialigQ it; 4od will be /alwa}rs liable to MiCboa^ 
itruclk>fl» the Reaforts of State /being fo Myfi:eriou$> 
ryct cou'd never charge on bitn any grtft Misbchavi^ 
pur in Point pf Moral Duty, any one iiabitiial Vice, or 
)adulg'd Pafllon, tho'they wanted not Means of pry* 
ing into his moft fecret Commerce and private Cor- 
refpondence, and nothing, we know, is £o qaick- 
, lighted as Maliee.' 
■ Hi^ Devotion to God was regular and conltant 
.both in public and in private, and that, not cold and 
ibr;nal, but with an ardent Zeal and enflam'd 
^A^edtion* In the midft of the, perpllxin^ Ores 
thaf encompafs a Throne, and with which hit 
Throne was peculiarly befef, he always (bund Lci- 
furc for the Exercifes of Religion : Hi was never 
£0 d^lki with the Splendor of an Earthly Crown, as 
not to prefer before it a Heavenly jxnA Immortal One: 
Kor was ^e pver unmindful of thisimportanttTrucA) 
that as his SubjeQs were accountable to him j n(tho' ia 
the End they quite inverted thatOrder) fo was he him- 
felf to render an Account o£hi$ Adions at a greater 
.Tribunal before the King of Kings. 

In the midft of the higheft Plenty, and all the 
jVlcans of gratifying a fenfual Appetite that R^yai 
jdffiueuce cou^4 Admmifter, he was remarkably Tem- 
perate, Chaft and Sober. His Conjugal AflfedUon has 
been even imputed as a Crime. He was an inviolable 
Ohferver of his Matrimonial Vow, a Virtue not too 
^ommon in the World, a very rare one indeed in 
frinces. Nor was he left eminent for Clemency and 
Juftice, and a tender Regard for the Welfare of his 
Subjcfts. . 

And if we confider him in the laft Scene of his 
Life, in his Behaviour both before, and at the Scaffold ; 
we may oblerve an admirable Compofitionof Cbrilti- 
an Meeknefsv and Royal Grandeur, how under the 
Mtremcfl: Prcllures he WQu'd nev^er bepr^Yaird with,

As ht bad Liv'd, he Dwd a true Profeflbr of the 
jwcft r<£>miM Faith : And his Charader has this 
Advanta^, even from the reproachful manner of jiis 
Dcatb \ that his hift Declaration fo pnblickly made'ia 
the Face of the World, was not capable of being do* 
Bled, or mifreprefcnt^.' Whereas had they dif^ 
pitched him by Poiion or AflalTuiation^ or any other 
way of Morder, that had carried lels of Pomp and 
Qftentation ^ the Accnfation had been obvious, that 
he Died a Titfift^ which his Enemies would not have 
fiuTd to have reported, and his Friends could n^t fo 
amTiacingly have difprov^d. 

His admirable and inftrufting Legacy to hisChll- 
droi, his Praying for his Murderers, his patient Rc^ 
fi^natioa to the Win of XiSod, and indeed all the le- 
vera! Parts ofhis Deportment at that difmal Jonfiure ; 
do coofpire Vb raile in us the* highed Efteem and 
Vcaerttion tor his Memory. And lure we may aBow 
to one who was cnduM with fb large a Share of Ver- 
tnes, wjth So inconfiderable a Mixture of Defeds^ 
the Charadef and Denomination of a good Man* I 
mean, in a qualified Senfc) for, in an ablblnte Sraie,, 
we know who has told us, there is none good but 
God. And this i^ one Point in which Ndboth and be 
agree. 

The next is, that they both were Myrder'd with a 
pretended Show pf Juftice, and with Religions So^ 
fcmnities. ^ 

In order to NabotVz Murder there was a FaFt Trif^ 
tU^dy a fcUmn Jjjimbly calCd^ a formal Accufatioii 
fcrg'd, and foborn'd Witnefles produced. The prin- 
cipally intended Wickednefs was thus niher'd in with 
a {nreparatory Combination of other Crimes*, thus 
cloiely was the Train of Mifchief laid, by the Con* 
tm^nce of wicked Jez^hl ; that ffff^crifyy Perjury 

ana 
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and falfi Judgment fhould be the Prelude afld Intro;^ 
duftion to Mnrder. 

And was not this ejtaftly the Caie of ouf Boyal 
Safferer? Was there not a Day of HmtiluuUm appoiat« 
ed? Wa^ not the nefarious Bufinefs in Agitation dig- 
nified with the fpecious Title of #iS>f L^rd^s If^^rkt 
Did not the chief Authors of that Cruelty preteQd to 
be fiekiff£ thi Lord^ whilft their Inftruments Were 
cmbruing their Hands In the Blood of the Lord^^ 
pointed. 

How horribly did they propbane the Name of God, 
whilft they invoked him, as Acceflary to their Bloody 
Machinations, and befought Kim to ftmigthen their 
Hantls in that diabolical Work ! How wretchedly did 
tbey pervert hisWord,which teaches all Obedience and 
Reverence to Princes ^ whilft even from tboie facred 
Writings they would pretend to juftify not only the 
Mghed Infolence and Contempt; but even the adtual 
Murder of his L^mful Vicegerent ! To how bale Pur^o^ 
les were the Ordinances of Religion proftitiited> whilft 
tbey htttd for the Succefs of that impious Aft^ 
which it requires a perpetual Faft to deprecate the 
Guilt of: And made4ong Prayers only for d Fretenfe^ 
when they were making a Royal Widow, and dc- 
yooring.Houfes and Laod, (lately Palaces, and Prince-? 
ly Reventics with infatiable Greedinefs I How ill did 
it accord with their profeft Purity and Godlincfs, afr 
tcr they had ftrain'd at fo many Gnats, to fwaBow 
fBchaCamel! 

Coiild theyoin reality have been held by any religi* 
«us Tics, they would have paid foqie Regard, if not to 
the general Precepts of Obedience, if nojD to th* for- 
mer Oaths of ADcgiance they had taken, yet at leaft 
to their own Solemn League and Covenstnty that precious 
Teft of Difloyaky, ibey fo eagerly contended fojp,^nd 
which they }iad ccncriv'd a$ a Snare for othersy' whilft. 
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before the Lordi-Maydi:, C^r. ijr 

tbro'tbe Deadnefs of their Conrdences, they were 8o«» 
reftraia'd tbemfelves. 

Etco tbm Engagement^ rebellions as it tva!?, provide^ 
for the Security of the King's Perfofi, which they were 
boQod^ by all that was Sacred, to/proced and defend; 
aod confeqpeatly the putting him to Death, befides alt 
the other bad Circumftances, was an h^ of the moit 
ddiberaie Pcrjwj that ever was comoiicced* 

But, as if fomething was ftiil wanting to fill up the 
Meafare of their complicated Impiety, they added Hy« 
pocrify to tbt reft, gave a religious Torn to their exe- 
crable Proceedings, and in the Depth of all this Mif- 
cbief pretended a Zeal for God's Glory, and to havt 
nothing (b much at Heart as promoting the Purity of 
bis Worfliip. ^ 

"Nor was Piety the only falfe Pretence, they would 
pake a Shew of^uftice too, they would feem to*do that 
^ Lam which was an open Violation of all the Laws 
both oi God and Man. To this End was erefied a Mock-^ 
Tribunal of felf-created Judges, who by virtue of that 
nfarp'dand imaginary Authority prefam'd to fet before 
'em as a Criminal their URqtieftronably rightful Sove-» 
> reigQ ; they bad falfe Witnefles, Sons ef Belial^ ready 
at band to have born their Teftimony againft him, and 
to bav€ charged him with fach Things as he not only 
in Fad was clear of, but which he was^ not capable of 
commitiing. 

Naknb Indeed might, tho^he did not, have * curs'd 
Gedoftd the Kln^ ; there were really fuch Ofi^nces, tho^ 
tbere was no inch Offender ^ wHereas in the Cafe of 
our martyr'd Prince the Crime its felf was as fidlitioos 
ay tbe Perfbnal Charge, he not only was not, but could 
not be guilty of that Treafon they accused him of, fince

We find in no 
Records ttie mention of fuch a Crime as the L^fi-Mdje^ 
fiy of the People^ nor that the tirucllcfl; Tyrants were 
lerer tax'd with hting'Rehels to their dwnSobjeas. 'Tis 
poffible for 'em to mil^verh> to fiibf cf i Fandamentals^ 
To abufe their Tru.ft, or to forfake ic, and driv^e the 
Teople to a Keceffity of transferring cfiehr AUegiancc^' 

Sof whioh our own Times have fnrnuhM ns with an Tn-- 
lance) but they can never be guilty ofTreafin^ nor fuf- 
fcr the PnniOiment of Tr^tars. 
\ When therefore the good King diibwnM this illegal 
Judicatnre, and refused (as he well might) to plead his 
Ganfe before Vm, they (till Went on with a Mask of Ju« 
fi;ice^ and in Mock-Reprefentation of a legal Procefs^Q' 
ftnteace and condemn bimi and fign « l)|oOdy Warrant 
for his Execution. 

Another Thing in which his Cafe does nearly refem*. 
Ue thatof iVii^(rrii9 is, that they both were morder'd for 
the feme Canfe,' becaufe they would not part with the 
kbtritdnce of their Fathers. 

N^beth might have compounded for his Life; by re« 
linquifliittg bis P^ineyMrd^ nay, he might have had aa 
Equivalent too, but as he conceivM himfelf bound ia 
'Confcience religioufly to prefcrvc hU Original Patri*- 
jnony, he was under an "unhappy Neceflity of makijig 
focb a Refufal asjbrougbt him to that untimely End. 

And the Defir c of his Inherit Mjice was the Motive that 
induced our unnatural Country*men to take away the 
life of their lawful King \ the inherent Rights and Pre- 
rogatives of the Crown, which his Royal Predcccflbrs 
liad nnconteftably enjoy'd thro* a SoccefQon of many 
Ages, were, one after another, difooced with him^ and 
in the End yblently extorted. Wnat ht coold depart 
from with Safety to his Conicknce and Honour be gi^e 
'em by a voluntary Confeot^ to preferve the Quier of 
the Kingdom i but when be perceiv'd that nothiK 

wouJO 
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would content ^ (ibeir Demaads ftiU riCng ts h» 
CoocelEoDS ff€tt larger) he adher'd with a fteddy Re(b- 
latkiii CO tioft Branchei of Pqwtr which be judg'd to bci 
infeparahlefrom the RoyaJ Oigoity, aad parted vridi 
them and his lif^ tORcther. 

Before t^y bad thus compais'd thair wicked Ead% 
' and wert becomt Mafteci of all without Conlroiil,wbiift 
tkcre waa yea the Appcaraoce aod Shadow of Kingly 
Gorcriuvait, and notbtag could be naUd witbou tte 
Royal Sanftkin, ewa then, tbo' they Icfabim the Nitm$ 
tlieyarr<^atedtotbeiiifelTestbe7#iNr. With what rai^ 
petted ImportooUici did tbey daily tear from biia hit 
ffloft troAed aod fiUbfol Setvaati^ luider tbe Cbaraflte 
of £vU C^MMjiSors^ and tbriift into his Pre&oce mt 
Cooncils their own Mercenary Creatore^ Men of oo«o»^ 
rioQs Faftion and £)i(loyaliy, tbe profeft Haters both of 
bis Ferlbn and Anthority^ as the o^y Men to be €HfpdBi 
in ! How joftly might be have Anfwer'd tbeir bai^bif 
and nnreafooable Oemaods^ (for fnch in Effed w«m 
tb^ir hitmbU Pai$imu ) in tbo Words of the wifeft of 
Princes, (when a very improper Applicasion was oi^de 
to bim in behalf of opp jvho bad fi> little PreteoGon to . 
FdVMitr^ that Jmfunitj was more than he had delerv'dj 
jisi Jw bim tbe KinfJomalfi^ l KlugS^ 2. Zl. 

They wanted in jbort foch a Power as fiKHifd create 
Dependences on tbrmy and tie fofh to their Service focir 
Inftromencs of Milcbief as they Ihonld hart occa&oii Xf> 
make nfe of -^ and not to dGK:end to all tbe feveral 
Branches of Royalty, 'twas DonuaionandOoverameas 
tbey aim'd at, an A]9e€tation of lorcfing and mUag is 
was the real Ground. of their fedicious Opccriest (as tbe 
Event fbfficieoKjjF Ibew'd) however they varnifh^d ovec 
tbeir Dcfigns with more plaufihle Pretences; 

Once more we may oblerve anoiber Refemblance beu 
tween thefe Two innocent Perfons^ in that neither ol 
'em fuffcr'd fim^ly^ bot the Enemies of each ex£ended 
tbeir MaHce to the w,hpli Jig^e of 'em. Tho' the Hifto- 
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iry nov7 before us is ClcDt as to Naboth^s Family^ and 
only relates what befel him in his own Perfinj yet we 
may learn froni 2 ICinp^ p. 26. what became of em. 
Sifrcly I hdvi feen Ttfitrday ihe Blood of Naboch, an4 tlfe 
Blood of his Sons^ faith the Lord^ and I Will requite thee in 
this Plat. 

It cannot Tconfcfs be equally affinii^d^ with relatioh 
to our martyr'd Sovereign, that the Blood of his Sons 
too calls for Vengeance? .rW only Streanr of Rby4l 
'Blood having been fpilc <hat r^rr ArMiin hfs own Veln$, 
•but tbo' they cftap'd with Life, (no Thanks to th^ 
Ufurpers of thiir Inheritance t^ac they did To) yet were 
they diveffed of their jtift Rights, which tfone of 'cm 
had then done any thing ft) forfcict driven into Exile, 
jbranded with Names of lufanty and Reprtach, and de- 
clar'd Traytors and Rebels thcfllfclvc^^ as well as their 
Abettors and Adherents. 

Having faid thus much by way of ParallcL gire mfe 
TLcave to conclude the Goinparifon between thefc Two - 
Innocents, as I firft*incroduc'd it, with taking Notice 
of one other material Difference between the Two Hi- 
ftorles. Naboth^s Murderer^ tho' above the Reach of 
Human Jiiftice, ftw, and confcft^d, and bewaird bis 
Guilt, arid huoabled h?nife1f ftj effeAoaJly before God, 
that the Ven^artce he required for that innocent Bloody 
(for inrfoceiH Blood will be Bveiig^d, npr is it any Seco- 
tity to ns that ic was not fhed by i^x, or in owr Days} 
ivas not immediately taken, 'but poftpon'd till another 
Generatioff. 

But the "Royal Mttr defers' ^Tt^ A no Rettforfe, the Rt^ 
gicides of this Day continn'dto the laft Inflexible and 
abduratc, their Hearts were fo barden'd by the juft 
Judgment of God for tbcir accumulated Wickcdnefs, 
. that even tbofe of 'em who, by his peculiar Providence, 
were refervM for FHbllck JuftUe^ were fo far froni any 
Signs of Repentance, that they even gloved in the ia« 
human Deed I come now in the 

IL Place 
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}l Place to conCder the Nature and Conffquenca 
of the Fad coaiinicted oa this Day. The Nature of it 
may be ifl a greai meafure jadg'd from wbac bas beea 
abtady laid j but farther to coavince us of the eaor-

fhe C^mmens^ nor both to^ether^ in Parliament^ or cut of 
tarUamentj nor the FeopU colUBively^ nor reprefent^tive^
